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SCHOOL NEEDS 
ARE OUTLINED 
BY TRUSTEES 


I’iie Boiird of School Trustees has 
c'iiIUhI u .special election to pa.ss on a 
I'oiui IsMiie of $l2.r>(IO for several pur¬ 
poses. At the refiuest of the editor the 
trustees have prepared a statement 
lelliiiK of the plans which they wish 
to curry out with the funds asked. The 
election will he held on Monday, June 
ir>, the pollhu? place heltiB at the .school 
hulldinn. The trustees' statement fol¬ 
lows: 

The Hoard of School Trustees has 
called for an election to vote school 
bonds to the amount of tlU.rillO. This 
money Is to be used for several iiur- 
poses, as fidlows: 

Klrst. an a.ssembly room that will 
accommodate the whole school. 

Second, a eottane building for 
Household Kconoinlcs. 

Third, two small cottages connected 
by a pergola to aci'ommodate the llrst 
grade, primary and children who may 
wish to attend a kindergarten, which 
department Is to be established, 

fourth, a small building for manual 
training connected with which will be 
several shower baths for the boys, 

fifth, to furnish the four depart- 
mimts above mentioneil with the ex- 
oeidlon of the manual training. 

Sixth, the Installation of newer and 
more sanitary toilets. 

Seventh, grading the grounds back 
of the building s.> that they may be 
the better used for the athletic exer¬ 
cises of the school. 

Kighth, drinking fountains of the 
most modern sanitary construction on 
different Iiarts of the grountls. 

'I’here ar<> several other purposes for 
which money could be used to advan¬ 
tage In giving us a complete educa¬ 
tional plant for our town, but It Is 
iloubtful if there will be money enough 
from this issue of bonds to aci’ompllsh 
more than the above, fortunately we 
d<i not have to sui>port a high school. 
t’ltUens should, therefore, be willing 
to siiend enough to maintain the most 
comidete iirimary and grammar school 
possible. Heretofore, our school tax 
has b<-en lower than that of m*>st dis¬ 
tricts of this sl/.e In the county. 

•Manual training and sewtug were 
Introduced four years ago: but It has 
now become necessary. If our .school 
Is to e<|ual In ettlclency many others 
In surrounding towns to maintain a 
depsrtment of household economics. 
This will not only embrace cooking 
and a tnore compUde course in sewing 
than Is now given, but will also jiro- 
vhle for our girls from the fifth grade 
up through the eighth as much of the 
science and art of household econom¬ 
ics as time will penult. This embraces 
the whole range of housekeeiilng. in¬ 
cluding care of the house, cleanliness, 
sanitation, economy of expenditure, 
laindiaslng, and fooil values, etc. 

To comidete the system, a kinder¬ 
garten Is needed and has been contem¬ 
plated for several years by the trustees 
as sis>n as It was belUwed there was a 
demand for it. 

The as.sembly room Is needed not 
oidy to aeeommodate the whole school 
in general exercises and for Indoor 
gymnastics, but also as a neighbor¬ 
hood eenter for any gathering of public 
Interest. In fact, the law ilemands that 
the scho(d building shall be thrown 
open for many purposes that are of 
community Interest. No extravagance 
Is l•ontemplated by the hoard. The as¬ 
sembly nsim will be on the same level 
ns that of the present schoid rot)m8 
and will be connected with them by a 
covered bridge. So far as possible It 
will be so constructed as to make It an 
open air pavilion In warm waaither and 
will be of but one story with the 
beamed eelling exposed, thus saving 
the cost of plastering. 

The other buildings will be of the 
cottage plan, the iirlmary and klnder- 
gurten rooms so constructetl .as to 
make It iMissllde to convert them Into 
open air rooms during i)lcasant weath¬ 
er. A small building lo<'ated by Itself 
Is necessary for the woodwork In order 
that the noise may not Interfere with 
the regular sehool work. This will be 
as plain as possible and will be left 
unllnished on the Inside, at least for 
the present. 

t'omplalnt has been made of the ex¬ 
isting toilets. They are of anthiuatcd 
constnictlon. hut they have not been 
replaced by more modern ones because 
of u lack of funds. It Is now hoped 
that we may remedy this condition. 

Kvery .school In these days of pro¬ 
gress should have several shower 
haths both for boys and for girls. Rd- 
iicalioti has to do not only with the 
mental but also with the moral and 
lihyslcal training of the child. Spencer 
places the physical (Irst; and It Is 
without doubt the moat Important, for 
without proper physical health and the 
power to earn a living both the moral 
and the mental natures suffer. 

It Is with the ends In view that have 
hcen enumerated above that the bond 
election Is called. With the money thus 
provided, the trustees believe a fair 
beginning may be made toward an

More Meters in Use in Sierra 
Madre Than at Any Pre¬ 
vious Time 

That Sierra .Madre is enjoying a 
steady growth and now has a consid¬ 
erably larger number of families re¬ 
siding here than ever before Is show'n 
conclusively by the meter recoriis of 
the Southern (,'ounties Gas Company 
and of Hie Water Comiiany. There are 
this week 4.SS gas meters in actual use 
In Sierra .Madre, an increase of about 
li.') in the past twelve months. There 
arc iiXO water meters In use, an in¬ 
crease of about 50 In the jiast year. 

These figures show conelusivel.v the 
fallacy of the argument that Sierra 
.Madre Is in a bad way as shown by the 
large number of vacant houses. Kvery 
Iierson who has a grievance or a 
grouch to air proves his contention 
that the town Is going to the dogs by 
talking about empty houses. No mat¬ 
ter what Ills trouble may be, those 
houses are declared to be empty for 
that reason. If Sierra .Madre has a 
number of empty houses a little in¬ 
vestigation will prove that the fact is 
in nowise due to local conditions. The 
same is true of ever.v other town, and 
liartlcularly Hos Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena. A large proportion of the Hos 
Angeles apartment houses are said to 
be unable to keep up their rents. In 
the larger cities the vacant houses and 
apartments are not asi’ribed to hard 
times or to over-hiillding, hut to the 
falling off In the number of tourists 
this year in antieipiition of an In¬ 
crease during the world's fair year. 

Heturnlng to the showing of the 
meter records, there is probably no 
more accurate guage of Increase or 
decrease in iioimlation. Practleall.v all 
houses uvatlahle for transients are 
[illied for gas. Practically all the ten¬ 
ants use gas, having It turned on 
l>rom|>tly when they move in and 
turned off when they leave. The mini¬ 
mum charge of *1 a month whether gas 
Is used or ni>t iircvcnls landlords leav¬ 
ing the meter In when the house is 
vaeiint. This di>es not hidd true of 
water meters, for laniHords have been 
know n to keep the water turned on for 
the sake of watering iilants and trees 
when the house was not tenanted. 

No distimtion Is mtiile in the rec¬ 
ords of the gas compan.v to show what 
liroiiortlon of the meters added during 
the i)asl year have been in new and (dd 
houses Hut [iractically every new wa¬ 
ter meter rejiresents a new house. The 
ftgiires l>oth as to total an<l as to in- 
crcuise are most gratifying and shonhl 
serve to stoi) a lot of calamity hi>wl- 
Ing that has been hearil of late. 


Timely Advice on the Housing 
of PuWic Schools in 
California 

"School Architecture in <'alifornla," 
a heljiful book for trustees and others 
Interested in the 'oullding of school 
houses. Is now being sent out to the 
superintendents and other school olh- 
eers of the state by Superintendent 
R<lward Hyatt at Sacramento. It con¬ 
tains a large number of lllustratlon.s 
and many interesting hints ann sug¬ 
gestions. The following extraets will 
give an Idea of Its spirit: 

“During the school year 1913 there 
was set aside and expended In this 
state for new Imildlngs the sum of 
$7,373,315.18. This was distributed over 
kindergartens, elementary schools, 
high schofds, and normal schools. 
Hence, the imtiortunce to the state of 
obtaining not alone the highest iirac- 
Heal results, but also the best designs 
and architecture, 

"In bulliling sehoolhouses, the sehool 
board should well consider what It 
owes to the community in the way of 
lirotecllon from tire and iianlc. The 
school board is resiamsible for seeing 
that all buildings are iianic proof, all 
new buildings tireprisif and all old 
buildings tlre-returding. The terrible 
t'ollinwood lire in 1908 burned 173 
children and two teaehers to death—a 
terrible, a heart-rending tragedy. How 
wdiild you feel if you were the trustees 
in like case'.’ 

" "Tis true tba. we can not spend too 
much money ujion our chihiren. I'n- 
delilaldy money sjient upon the better 
training of Its young people It a good 
investment for any municiiiality, one 
that returns to the eommunit.v many 
times and in many ways? 

"Yet this should not make an occa¬ 
sion for prodigality or for unwise ex- 
lienditures. It is quite iiossible to 
spend great sums that do not really 
benetlt the cbildren, that the children 
do not need. It Is to siumd the money 
that some one else must pay. It l.s 
such a simide matter to vote a hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars in bonds (laya- 
ble twpnt.v or thirty years hence that 
thrifty i>eojde should take warning 
and should look somewhat forward In¬ 
to the future. These Ismds must he 
paid. Moreover, they must not only 
be paid, but they must be paid twice 
over, since lii less than twenty years 
the interest exceeds the principle. 
Worse still. In less than twenty years 
a Hchoolbousc grows old, inadequate, 
out of style. The architecture of to¬ 
day Is the amusement of tomorrow."

CONTEST OVER 
SANITARIUMS 
GRO^ WARN 

Agitation of the .sanitarium question 
goes merrily on. Hut there is not 
much real merriment about It except 
for the disinterested spectators—who 
are scarce. Not tnany have been able 
to avoid being drawn into the contest 
to .some extent, whether they wished 
It or not. 

I’rineii,al developments of the week 
have been the formation of an organ- 
Izatioi. t<j suijport the restrictive ordi¬ 
nance and the starting of referendum 
proceedings alined to bring the ordi¬ 
nance to a popular vote. 

The referendum petition Is circulated 
by advocates of the sanitarium. At the 
same time the petition asking that the 
ordinance be sustained has been cir- 
eulateil further by those opposing .sani¬ 
tariums. Hoth sides have been en¬ 
deavoring to obtain signatures of a 
I majority of the registered voters in or¬ 
der to make a referendum election un¬ 
necessary. Whether either side will 
suc ceed in this respect seems doubtful, 
but there is no doubt of enough signa¬ 
tures being secured to order the refer¬ 
endum election. 

Tentative organization of those who 
believe .sanitariums will be a detriment 
to the town has been formed with H. 
O. A'ogel chairman of the organization 
committee. .A meeting has been called 
for next .Monday evening in the City 
Hall to effect permanent organization. 
On another page of the News the 
organizers publish an advertisement 
giving an idea of the scope of their 
plans. Theirs is not merely a negative 
program of opposition to sanitariums 
in Sierra Madre but proposes detinite 
measures which the members believe 
will work to the benefit of the town as 
a whole and of the individuals most 
directly concerned, namely, the health 
seekers. 

Personalities have entered into the 
agitation to an unfortunate extent. It 
is regrettable that matters of interest 
cannot have active discussion without 
a questioning of motives and the 
bringing in of matters entirely per¬ 
sonal and irrelevant. Misrepresenta¬ 
tions are alleged by both sides against 
their opponents. To correct misstate¬ 
ments of facts even in the interest of 
fair play brings down the certain and 
sudden wrath of one side or the other, 
making the persons offering the cor¬ 
rection about as popular as a baseball 
umjiire. 

Referring the ordinance to popular 
vote is probably the only method of 
settling the question iiermanently. Hut 
it is unfortunate that the length of 
time required to elapse before an 
election can be called will serve to 
prolong the agitation for several 
weeks.

ing the year's wear its diamonds have 
nut been loosened in tbeir holdings and 
that his successor may wear them with¬ 
out anxiety. No wonder that when the 
lord mayor is wearing all the insignia 
of his proud position he is a special 
object of attention by a special police 
guard.—Loudon Saturday Journal.

Sanitariums in Sierra Madre City 


The opening of El Reposo does not mean “segregation.” It means undesirable advertising of the city 
for the financial benefit of interested parties only. The opposition to the sanitarium is not part of a hostile 
movement against “sick people.” Any health seeker coming to Sierra Madre to make a home is welcome. 
But we object to any institution commercializing the situation. 

Let us make the city attractive by establishing reasonable building restrictions, protect the beautiful 
mesa land from sanitariums, and encourage home seekers to locate here. Consider the interests of our 
home people whose investments and efforts have helped to beautify Sierra Madre. 

The Ordinance does not interfere with boarding houses. 

Help in the solution of Sierra Madre’s “tubercular problem” among the unfortunate by aiding the 
work of the local Helping Station; also Dr. Stehman’s Sanitarium which is located 4 miles west of Sierra 
Madre, a real philanthropy that has assisted Sierra Madre by taking patients unable to pay for treatment. 
Both deserve support. 

As this matter will likely be submitted to the voters of Sierra Madre through a referendum petition it 
is urged that every voter who has not registered to do so at once, to enable them to vote on this important 
question.
